A Success as an Agent. 

About ten years ago the oid reliable firm 
of Hudson, Burr & Co., real estate and loan 
agents, at Bloomington, appointed Fursman 
their agent at Pontiac. The firm had a large 
amount of Eastern Capital to loan on first- 
class farm mortgages. Fursman undertook 
to piace some of it for them. He succeeded 
in placing nearly $200,000 of it where they 
Will never ses it again. 

The Pontiac agent was a live, energetic 
agent, and it soon developed that nearly 
every farmer in Livingston County wanted 
to mortgage his farm and pay big interest. 
Hudson, Burr & Co. had no difficulty 
in investing their Eastern money through 
their Pontiac agent. Strange to say, these 
Livingston Coupty farmers never defaulted 
in the interest; it was never necessary to 
make a foreclosure, and if the investor want- 
ed his money it was always ready for him. 
The investors, Hudson, Burr & Co., and Mr. 
Fursman were each equaliy well pleased. 

The Mghiy sticcessful Pontiac mortgage 
maker had one serious fault which his friends 
depiored, but excused, as well. He would go 
off to Chicago and get on bigsprees. A 
thousand dollars a week was a small 
amount tor him to spend while 
on these debauches. Often his friends 
would have to come after him, so enticing to 
him were the delights of these periodical: in- 
dulgences. During the last two years they 
became more and more frequent. There are 
fair ones and frail in Cnicago who now sia- 
cerely mourn his downfall. 


VI. 
Just One Day Too Late. | 

Last fall Fursman made a trip to New 
York. it was an unlucky one forhim. He 
had shortly beforé forwarded to Hudson, 
Burr & Co. a mortgage for $3,000, known now 
as the Decker mortgage. It was sent East to 
be inspected by the investor, a man named 
Decker. He objected to some small irregu- 
larity in the wording and the mortgage came 
back to Hudson, Burr & Co. for correctuon. 
Knowing of Fursman’s absence the 
firm sent the mortgage to J. 
W. Woodrow of this city with 
instructions to examine the records in the 
County Clerk’s office and have it corrected. 
Woodrow telegraphed back: 

No such page number in record of mort- 
gages.” 

Fursman returned to Pontiac a day too 
late. Woodrow related the circumstance. 
Fursman took $3,000 from the bank and went 
to Bloomington. He offered to take up the 
mortgage. Mr. Burr refused to accept the 
money. It would piace them in a bad light, 

he said. The investor was satisfied with the 
investment and wanted the mortgage deed 
corrected. 

Burr and Fursman came together to 
Pontiac, upon the former’s motion. They went 
together to the County Clerk’s office and Mr. 
Burr began inspecting the record. 

Here, that’s the wrong book.“ said Furs- 
man. You haven't got the right number 
anyhow. Miss Strong will sbow you the 
records while I run over and telegraph to 
Bioomwington for the right numbers.”’ 

Fursman left Burr in the County Clerk’s 
‘offige poring over the records and searching 
in vain for the Decker mortgage. 

This was Noy. 12. A reward of $1,000 was 
shortiy offered for the fugitive’s arrest, and 
is still in the bank at Bloomington. A 
thorough investigation was made. The reve- 
lations were. startiing. Hudson, Burr & Co. 
found that their clients held $175,000 worth 
of bogus mortgages forged by Fursman. 
Twenty-four indictments were found against 
him by the grand jury on fifty counts for 
forgery. Many more indictments couid now 
be framed were it necessary. 

As has been said, it was Eastern capita 
that passed through Hudson, Burr & Co.’s 
hands to Fursman, but the great collapse has 
nearly swamped the old Bioomimeton firm. 
Nor were they the only sufferers. by this 
great system of forgeries. Congressman 
Payson has lost several thousand dollars 
through misplaced confidence, while his rela- 
tive, Mr. IL. Luther Spence of Connecticut, is 
out $12,000 or $15,000. Other losers are: 

Charles P. Angell, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
$15,000; John Sharroud and Mrs. Nancy Smith 
of Clarion, Pa., $15,000 eac! each.

{Ble May Possibly Again Escape. 

C. W. Sterney. a citizen of Pontiac, hap- 
pened to be im New Orleans last Thursday 
and saw Fursman’s name in the police re- 
ports. He made inquiries which satisfied 
him that it was really his fellow-townsman, 
and then went to the telegraph office and 
sent a message to his nephew, Dr. Long, at 
Pontiac, asking if Fursman was wanted. 
The New Orleans police were at once noti- 
fied to hold the forger at all hazards if they 
wanted to earn that $1,000 reward. Sheriff 
Wilson ana Mr. Burr have started for New 
Orleans with requisition papers. 

Strange to say, there are few people in 
Pontiac today who will express a desire that 
the law may take its course with this arch- 
forger. Many openly express a hope that he 
may escape before Sneriff Wilson arrives or 
on the way back. Thisis explained partly by 
the fapt that Burr is unpopular in Pontiac 
and Fursman’s liberality, good-fellowship, 
and public spirit are recalled in his misfort- 
une. As the mother loves the erring child, 
30 is Pontiac true to her wayward son, to 
whom she has owed many kindnesses. The 
shopkeepers, with whom he was lavish in 
expenditure; the citizens, from whose shoul- 
ders he took often the burden of public im- 
provements; the men, to whom his pocket- 
book was always open; the women, to whose 
charities he subscribed more liberally than 
any one else—all say a kind word for him. 
As one expressed it to Taz TrRisune corre- 


spondent: 

“There is hardly a man or woman in Pon- 
tiac who not under obligations to Bill 
Fursman.“ 

He is amenable to the Habitual Criminals 
act, but there is serious doubt whetner a 
jury can de gecured in this neighborhood 
which will not be inclined in his favor. Ard 
itis hinted Hudson, Burr & Co. need 
him badly to help straighten out their badly 
muddied busigess affairs of the last dozen 
years and will be lenient with him if he can 
make some compensation for their losses.

Incidentatly rer Complain Also of 
Crowded Inconvenient Quarters, 
Low Fries for Produce, and a De- 
pressed State of Trade—A’ Committee 
Appolated)to Look Up Suitable Accom- 
moda tions on Some Other Street—S8trong 
Speeches Made—Resolutions Adopted. 


A movement that may sweep every firkin 
of butter and @very crate of eggs from South 
Water street was sturted at the rooms of the 
Produce Exchange yesterday afternoon. A 
meeting of commission merchants was held 
there at 8 Oelek. Ten or twelve men made 
forcible es against the owners ot the 
build:ngs along the famous market street. 
One or two counseled careful considerauon 
of the situatiop before decisive acwon was 
taken, but the majority of the meeting was 
evidently panting for the fray. A committee 
was appointed to look up an availabie site for 
a new produce market, and the suggestion of 
one of the bers of the exchange that a 
big building or commission merchants be 
put up over on West Randolph street was re- 
ceived with applause 

When President Lynch called the meeting 
to order at 3 o'clock about 100 merchants were 
in the room. Mr. Lynch said the directors of 
the exchange had decided that it was time 
to start a movément to sit down on the land- 
lords who wefe charging exorbitant rents 
for the stores. | 

“We want tb knock off some of this rent,” 
said, Mr. Lynch, “or we want to see if we 
can’t get room on other streets. Propositions 
have been to us by owners of buildings 
on West Ran#olph, Franklin, and Market 
streets. There is no reason why we should 
not accent seme of them. Men on the 
West Side who started in the 
commission business when 1 did 
now have dallars wuere I have cents, 
although they business has not been larger 
than mine. Liw rents and low expenses 
have left them room for profit. If twenty- 
five or thirty firms would move to the West 
Side we could break down this tyranny. * 

READY TO MOVE. 

Mr. Lynch ‘galled upon George W. Linn. 
Mr. Linn said! “I see ho way of relieving 
ourselves of this burden except by the con- 
certed action of a respectable number of 
merchants. |) will be one of twenty or thirty 
men who may agree to move at one time 
from the stre#t to some neighborhood where 
We can escape these overcharges. So long 
as we stay hee, it seems to me, we will con- 
stantly be exposed to the danger of increase 
in rents. Pedpie on the outside appear das- 
zled by the biasiness done on South Water 
street, never jhinking that the low prices of 
produce maké the profits insignificant, They 
are trying tofrowd into the street, and in- 
cidentally they are causing the landlords to 
raise our renjs.”’ 

“ W.bat you need more than anything else 
1s sand,“ said W. C. Mullin, who had tried 
the experimet of moving. L recently re- 
newed my lease at sum $200 less than my 
first year’s rant. I told the land lord that so 
long as there was a vacant store between 
bere and Kansas City I would not pay more 
thun $1,600. When I went up to the block in 
which my pfsent store stands my friends 
told me I was) making the mistake of my 
life. But I have dome well. 1 don’t see the 
necessity of bunching the as it 
is bunched’ i on South 
It is not done m other cities. 
It. ee too, much competition. 
You are forced to underseli each other and 
actually to kdep a man on the sidewalk to 
drag people ig by the collar. A man told me 
the other day that he had received higher 
prices for styawberries on West Lake street 
when he was there alone than he had ever 
received since. Why couldn't you do busi- 
ness on Market street? Lou could if you had 
the sand.“ 

“There is po question,” W. W. Summers 
said, “that Tents are higher than the re- 
turns of the business warrant. In the 
present depressed condition of trade, with 
the low prices of vegetabies and fruits and 
the conscquekt smailness of commissions, we 
are not justified in paying the exorbitant 
rents demanded if we expect to get the bal- 
ance on the right side of the ledger, If we 
want to reduwe the rents we should meet as 
tenant and landlord and abolish the office of 
go-between. I want to see rents on South 
Water street feduced, and if they can’t be 
reduced I watt to see a Movement that will 
and us on Market, West Randolph, West 
Lake, or Kingie street.“ 

“Mr. Kennard isa man who had sand,” 
said the Present. Let's hear what he has

“I came hete a few years ago, Mr. A. A.

LA BELLE WAGON WORKS LITIGATION 


Sults Settied and the Establishment to Be 
Removed to Superior. 

Fox pv Lac, Wis., March 1.— ] Special.] 
The litigation between James H. Farnsworth 
and C. H. Benton of this city and the La Belle 
Wagon Works ended at noon today, the 
South Superior Improvement company hav- 
ing purchased the La Belle Wagon Works 
stock owned by the two gentlemen named, 
amounting to $35,000, Farnsworth owning 
six-sevenths of the amount. The improve- 
ment company paid a littie more than par 
value for it. This is supposed to be the pre- 
liminary tothe removal of the La Belle works 
from this city to Superior. A previous at- 
tempt to remove the works was biocked by 
a restraining order from the courts, Farus- 
worth and Benton having represented that 
the removal was against their interests and 
contrary to the charter requirements, which 
provide that the works shall be ana remain 
in Fond du Lac, and that the charter shall 
not be changed except by the unanimous 
consent of the stockholders. , 

The capital stock of the La Belle Wagon 
Works paid up is $600,000. The annual prod- 
uct 1s 6,000 wagons. 


TESTIMONY IN THE HURLEY BANK CASE. 


Evidence of a Startiing Nature in the 
Trial at Ashiand. 

ASHLAND, Wis., March 1.— Evidence of a 
startiing nature was given today by J. C. 
Lennon, brother of the attorney in the Hur- 
ley bank robbery case. He said that two 
weeks before Christmas Kd Goodland came 
to him with a proposition to make 2,500 
apiece, saying Cashier Reynolds offered him 
that much to help rob the bank. The wit- 
ness asked Goodland if Perrin had anything 
to do with the scheme, and was told he knew 
nothing about it, Defendant Edward Baker 
explained how he came to have so much 
money about the tame of the robbery. He 
came to Hurley bréke and went to Perrin 
for help because he had known the latter 
for twelve years. Perrin, the witness testi- 


„fed, gave him $1,500 in cash to buy a saloon. 


This, less the cost of license and other minor 
matters, was the money he had on his person 
when arrested. 

Baker endeavored to establish an alibi by 
testifying that he was at the theater at the 
hour of the robbery.

Orrawa, Ont., March 1— [Special. There 
was a scene in the Senate Divorce Commit- 
tee this morning.

Prof. Log Says It Should Be Boiled Be- 
fore Used for Drinking Purposes. 
The following communication from Prof. 
J. H. Long has been received by Tun Tan-

une, }—Althoug por ae w 
reported in operation some days abo 2 1 
from drinkinß our lake water can not be to 
be past. Active pumping for a week will prob- 
ably be necessary to free this pars of the lake 
from the abundant contamination of the last two 
months. I have paid close attention to the con- 
dition of the water during this period and 
can safely say that at no time within the 
last six years bas the contamination approached 
that foünd betweet Jan. 15 and the present time. 
The numerous tests made, show the presence of 
an unusually large amount of nitrogenous mat- 
ter, and under the circumstances this can only 
have come from our sewera. We have had no 
storms or long continued wind from one direc- 
tion sufficient to drive the filthy river water far 
away from the point where it enters the lake, 
and as at the winter temperature oxidation ts ut 
best alow there has beea a constant increase of 
contamination until near the present time. 

For years I have been a cham of the purity 
and wholesomeness of Laue Michigan drinking 
water. Under normai conditions 1 think t far 
better and sater than the various apring waters 
brought here in barrels, cans, and bottles. But 
the ena condition of the lake near the city is 
an abnormal one, and I write these lines to cau-

In archi- 
tecture this country has begun to express her- 
self, which means that she has begun to express 
in beauty the most advanced ideas of modern 
progress, while the architects of Europe are

t. But the arts march hand in hand, It 
be a strange anomaly if other arts 
than architecture do not respond to the 
quickening breath of Western enthusiasm; if we 
do not ha ve painters, sculptors, poets, musicians 
expressing our thought instead of imitating for- 
eign schools. The perception by our people of 
the value of beauty in one direction means its 
perceptions in all directions. Artists need only 
to put themselves in sympathy with the spirit of 
the times to meet with recognition spontaneous 
and sincere. As long as they oppose this spirit 
they cannot expect to be widely beloved, for 
culture is a development from within, not an 
imposition from without. 

The World's Fair will be of inestimable value 
in acquainting the West with the artistic riches 
of older nations, in bringing home to our minds 
the great truth that no civilization is of value to 
man until it has fowered in beauty. The eternal 
value of beauty is one of the lessons it will 
teach, and the wide diffusion of new ideas will 
enormously quicken the efflorescence of our 
civilization. We are emerging from a period dur- 
ing which men were virtually compelled to devote 
their energies to the development of the nation’s 
material resources. That epoch is passing away, 
and many a sign seems toindicate that the in- 
tellectual and spiritual resources of the people 
will soon find expression through all those voices 
of beauty which men call the arts.

The loan collection at the institute illus- 
trates the rapid change of methods in painting, 
which. makes the work of each decade strike a 
distinct chord of color and manner, differing 
from those which precede and follow. Each new 
strain sounds like a discord at first in the world’s 
ear, but is finally accepted as a harmony; and 
each is indeed a harmony if it be well and truly 
wrought. The men of 1830, whose works are so 
numerous on these Walls, hud to fight their way 
to the citadel|of honor which they now bold. 
Today the impressionists are doing the 
fighting, and a strong school of deco- 
rative painters is marching to the front 
under the impassioned leadership of that poetic 
colorist, Pervis de Chavannes. The ultra-moud- 
erns “do not paint textures now,” as one of 
them recently announced at a studio in London. 
If the student wishes to know what they do paint 
he may gain some idea of it by observing the 
wealth of soft harmonious color and diffused 
light in this Holland Flower Gir,“ by George 
Hitchcock, or in some of Walter McEwen’s out- 
of-door and in-door studies of glowing color-har- 
monies—though Mr. McEwen does not always 
eschew “textures,” or in that splendid blue 
Michetti, with its superb interpretation of sir 
and light and ecstasy. Some of these beauti- 
fully-executed, darkly-toned interiors in tne 
Munger collection are as different from the re- 
cent work as if they were an hundred years old. 
This one by Alfred Stevens, for example, with its 
marvelous accuracy of textures and delicacy of 
characterization, is a charming example of an- 
other epoch than ours. The Barbizon men 
were among the first to devote themselves to the 
interpretation of air and light and the dramatic 
effects of color, rebelling against the classic 
formalism of their day, which studied form and 
textures too exclusively. But they gave us soft- 
ly toned barmonies, as in Corot, or sombre color- 
dramas lit with brilliant flashes, as in Delacroix. 
Today no color-famtasy is too brilliant to de in- 
dulged, often with fine supcess, although these 
blue or yellow or violet tones which the modern 
artist discerns on the face of nature are not al- 
ways received without question by the public, 
whose eyes, less keen by instinct and training, 
must becgme accustomed gradually to the new 
departure.

Three or four out-of-doors scenes were ex- 
hibited recentiy at the Union League Club in 
New York which illustrate the modern prefer- 
ence for vivid color. One was Sargent’s extraor- 
dinary rainbow-tinted sketch of figures and 
grasses, already referred to. Another was one of 
the most delhghtful pictures Robert Blum ever 
painted, a picture full of summer warmth and 
brightness and dolee far niente ecstasy. This is 
the “‘ Oracle of Love,“ which shows two maidens 
in classic vesture sitting and lyingin a daisied 
field, enjoying to the full the sweet sunlight. 
The artist has caught the feeling of delicious las- 
situde which one loves to indulge by falling 
prone among green grasses and bright flowers; 
and nothing could surpass the grace of the atti- 
tudes or the charm ot tender greens and pinks in 
this picture. “Summer Sports.“ by Robert V. 
V. Sewell, is a dreamy. poetie study of sunny 
green woods by a river, along whose bank a num- 
ber of nude boys are playing in the soft bright 
August haze. The artist has not treated his sub- 
ject literaliy, but in a spirit almost conventional 
and decorative, both in color and composition, 
most beuutiful and poetic. A third notable pict- 
ure was Hark, the Lark!“ by Winslow Homer, 
which shows three farmers’ girls afield 
in the early morn, gazing far above them at the 
airy songster whose song makes their souls glad. 
This picture 1s remarkabie for its listemng 
quality and forthe depth of that far-away, joy- 
ous gaze; remarkable also for the feeling of 
morning which pervades it, and which touches 
the lovely faces of the girls with dewy freshness. 

Winslow Homer deserves high praise for nis 
persistent patriotism. The beautiful women in 
this picture are not Dutch peasants, but Yankee 
country-girls—a much more interesting type. At 
Reichard’s on Fifth avenue may be seen his series 
of water-color studies ot fly-fishing, the result of 
a summer tour in the Adirondacks. These stud- 
ies are romarkable for the depth of shadow and 
brilliancy of color which they attain without 
sacrificing transparency of wash. The sports- 
man delights in their accuracy, and follows with 
zest the swift action of rod and line, ana the 
artist et joys the vivid flashing of color on the 
scales Of the fish as it leaps out of the deep, still 
shadows of the pool. Thoroughly strong and 
virile in conception, these little drawings have a 
character of their own, delightfully expressive 
of the independent, fearless personality of the 


artist.

At Thurder's gallery» may be seen a few of 
Whistler's etchings, which should be studied by 
all who know and love this art in its truest and 
purest form. In these days, when the market is 
clogged with etchings manufactured in response 
to the decrees of fashion. and signed and re- 
marqued in the most approved form, it is a de- 
light to study these plates“from a great etcher— 
an etcher: who handles the needle like Rem- 
drandt, whose lines are as simple and expressive, 
whose lights as brilliant, whose shadows as mys- 
terious und obscure. No etcher now living can 
express the spirit of architecture as ably as 
Whistler, can interpret so truly bits of hoary 
antiquity from the facades or interiors of old 
buildings. Etchings of architectural subjects 
are as common as walls to hang them on, but 
how many of them, with all their accuracy, are 
true? Half the’ etchers of England, for ex- 
ample, from Haig to Herbert Railton, 
have tried their hands at Westminster 

and net one of them das 

in expressing even remotely its 

somber vastness, its hoariness, its richness of 
color and shadow. Some of their efforis are 
too hari and rigid, some of them too 
trivially pieturesque in the false contrasts of 
light and sbade, all of them too literal and there- 
by missing the higher truth, the deeper mystery 
of the grand old church. Whistler is never lit- 
eral, yet he is never false. His touch exposes 
the soul of his subject, and, all bemg done 
when tbat is done, he wastes no lines upon un- 
necessary details. But who besides Whistler 
could give us tuch depth and vastness of shadow 
as he revéals in this little nocturne? What other 
humanity so truly as 


in the ram!

Some of the insurance men are grumbling 
about what they choose to call the par- 
simony of the Auditorium management be- 
cause it will not take out a cent’s worth of 
insurance on the building. The responsibil- 


| ity for that rests solely on the coinsurance 


boycotting humbuggery of the companies. 


| The building, while not tire-proof, approaches 
i so closely that the risk of loss by fire is 


small. If allowed to a policy would be taken 
out for a small sum, sufficient to cover any 
concéivabie loss. But the underwriters will 
not permit that to be done. They refuse to 
insure the building for less than % million, 
the yearly payment on which would be$7,500 

and they swpulate that no loss shall be paid 
which fails below $2,500. The Auditorium 
people, confronted by such demands, decide 
toinsure themselves. One disgruntied un- 
derwriter says that there might be a blaze in 
the Auditorium hall which would do $20,000 
worth of damage. Were that to happen three 
years from now and the company had taken 
out a policy it would have paid out in prem- 
jums and the interest on them over $23,000. 
Not to insure would be to save money. The 
company doubtiess thinks the premiums it 
would have to pay would exceed any loss it 
can meet with.

Ir is apparent that the Railroad Committee 
of the present Council is not equal to the 
task of insisting on proper protection of 
human life at the railroad crossings of the 
public thoroughfares. The plans adopted at 
the meeting of the committee Thursday are 
mere makeshifts. It is proposed to leave it 
optional witn the railroad companies to ac- 
cept the ordinances to be recommended. 
The committee in fact recommends a sur- 
render. The railroads are obiiged under 
existing ordinances to erect gate-guards at 
all crossings. What is the use of passing 
another ordinance on this point? Is it in- 
tended to give the carrying corporations 
some jostification for the crossing murders, 
to enable their lawyers to piead the city’s per- 
mission to run trains at a greater rate of 
speed in mitigation of damages for killing 
and maiming citizens? | 

The Chapman plan of elevating the tracks 
outside a certain line will hardly bo adopted 
by the railroads. They will not consent to 
raise their grades. That would involve too 
great an expense in the working machinery 
of the roads and the freight carrying ca- 
pacity. The proposition to give the com- 
panies six months to accept means waste of 
time. It means that the railroad companies 
shall haye more time to work out their 
schemes against the rights and privileges of 
the citizens. 

The action of the committee, or rather of 
the four members who constituted the meet- 
ing of Tuesday, is a weak surrender to the 
corporations. The surrender should not be 
indorsed by the Council. In afew weeks 
the people will have an opportunity to elect 
Aldermen who will not accept ordinances 
from the lawyers cf the railroads and pre- 
sent them in the Council as measures for the 
protection of the people against those grasp- 
ing, lawless, and callovs corporations. 


SOME “PREVIOUS” CHICAGOANS. 

The tireless business-men of this city, who 

have earned the contidence of the community 
by managing their own affairs successfully, 
and on whom the labor of any great enter- 
prise invariably falls, have little time for 
talk and no inclination for brag. They are 
never found among those windy boasters who 
always come to the front when such a sub- 
ject as the holding of a Worid's Fair is under 
consideration. It is the latter who are now 
saying that the Exposition should be held in 
1802 and not be delayed for a year, because 
“Chicago can do anything.“ because one 
Chicagoan is equal to six Frenchmen.” In 
fact, when it comes to organizing a great 
esthetic, artistic display, not for the delecta- 
tion of the residents of this city alone but of 
the citazens of the world, it would be more 
nearly true to say that the Frenchman has 
the advantage. From the time of the old 
Romans tke Latin races have been especially 
successful in organizing great shows ana 
spectacies. The Frenchman himself is noth- 
ing if not spectacular. With the experience 
the French have had lu giving Fairs and 
their admitted superiority in artistic tem- 
perament and natural aptitude for the work 
they are not to be despised by any intelligent 
competitor for the honors they have so long 
enjoyed. Yet the French people thought it 
necessary to cousume twice as much time in 
getting ready for the World’s Fair as some 
residents of Chicago now consider is neces- 
sary for the purpose. 

Forgetful that the phenomenal progress of 

this city 18 not due so much to the men who 
live here as itis to its admirable geograph- 
ical position and the splendid country to the 
West of it; unmindfui of the fact that if the 
present enterprising population of this city 
were to move bag and age to Cairo or 
Des Moines it could never make them 
such a city as this is, they. disgust sensible 
Chicagoans and amuse strangers by brag- 
king about the supernatural energy of Chi- 
cagoans, much as Southern men before the 
war told how one chivalric Southerner could 
thrash six Yankees.

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ter of this year shall be repeated-whioh cat 
hardiy be expected—there will be four or. 
five months each year when little building 
dan be done, If the winter of 1990-91 and 
that of 1801-9 should be as severe a6 
in many years. there would be little 
enough time to put up tne necessaty 
buildings. A site cannot te selected, plans 
drawn and accepted, and contracts let this 
year until the building season is pretty well 
over. Little or no material can be delivered 
this year as the work ought to depend largely 
upon the use of structural steel of unusual 
sizes. If it takes Mr. Yerkes six months to 
build a bridge across the Chicago River how 
long ought it to take to put up the buildings 
for a World’s Fair? There will practically 
be but one season, that of 1891, in which to 
do all the important building if the Fair is 
opened in the spring of 1892. Whenever 
opeued it should begin early in the year, as 
it would not do to enter upon a World's Ex- 
position in midsummer, 

The Exposition could be with diligence 
ready for opening the ist of May, 1803. Then 
there would possibly be time enough, but 
none too much, to obtain the codperation of 
foreign governments. We espevially desire 
a good representawon of the Oriental nations 
and their productions, because they are 
unique and would prove great attractions; 
but they notoriously move slowly and their 
officials have to be approached ia some cases 
with mucif diplomacy through special agents. 
It will not do to count upon good exhibits 
from them unless they are given ample time 
to make their preparations, 

It must be remembered that Congress 18 
not through yet. The House has not passed 
the bill. The deliberate, slow-going Senate, 
which lets one man talk a week on a bill 
which vannot pass, will not rush through the 
Worild’s Fair bill in a day. There are mem- 
bers of that body who will oppose it, who are 
constituuonally against anything whicn is 
National, which tends to exalt at home and 
abroad the idea that this isa Nation and not 
a league of confederate States. They will 
fail, but they will consume time, and till the 
bill has been passed and it is known who the 
managers of the enterprise will be nothing 
can be done, except to make recommenda- 
tions which are not binding. It Congress 
makes the date 1898 and also appropriates a 
million and a half for an exhibit why should 
not the wishes of the largest single exhibiter 
be consuited? Uncle Sam may not be as 
smart as Chicago and may feel unable to do 
himself justice in two years. 

This is not a question to be determined by 
Chicago. Tne Senate will doubtiess propose 
and adopt the amendment changing the date 
of the Fair to 1893, and Chicago has only to 
accept the change with good grace. The 
postponement is nat suggested by Chicago 
but by the Senate, and Chicago can ac- 
quiesce in it without justly incurring an ac- 
cusation of bad faith. 


SELECTING ALDERMEN. 

Mr. George 8. Willits, Chairman of the 
Republican City Central Committee, an- 
nounces that he wilicall that body together 
some time during this week in order to make 
the necessary arrangements for the nomina- 
tion of Aldermanic candidates. The elec- 
tions will take place four weeks from next 
Tuesday. The primaries will no doubt be 
held under the amended Crawford Primary 
law, which réq a ten days’ notice, The 
meeting of the committee under the circum- 
stances is not likely to be premature. 

Unusual interest will be taken in the Al- 
dermanic elections this spring, as forty-four 
members of the Council are to be selected. 
Thirty-four of them will serve for two years, 
and will be in office, therefore, about the 
time tne World's Fair will be inaugurated 
here. Allof them will necessarily partici- 
pate in the necessary preliminary municipal 
arrangements for the Fair. Twenty-four of 
the forty-four will be elected from the old 
city wards. Twenty will be selected from 
tne ten new wards—the terms of the twenty 
elected last fail expiring this spring. 

Nearly all the outgoing Aldermen are 
candidates for reélecuon. Some of those 
who do not care to be candidates again are 
among the best members of the present 
Council. The latter should be pressed to 
serve another term. Most of the eager 
candidates ought to be rejected. The action 
taken by the Republican City Committee 
this week willtoa great extent determine 
whether the next Council will be an im- 
provement on the present une. While it is 
true that quite a number of the Aldermen 
calling themselves Republicans are weak 
ana worthless and #hile others are vicious 
and corrupt it is also true that a majority of 
the honest and capable Aldermen in, tae 
present Council are of Republican selection. 
If the honest Republican voters in the wards 
are permitted a voice in the selection of 
candidates this time it can be taken for 
granted that the great majority of the Re- 
publican nominees will be honest and capable 
men, While the alleged Renpublieans lixe the 
Campbells, Lykes, Bowlers, Kowalskis, 
Hages, and Burkes will be retired to private 
e. Ser ys 

The nominees of the Republicans in the 
thirty-four wards should be selected as they 
were in the Thirty-secc ad. Thirty-fourth, 
Thirty-first, and Twenty-fifth Wards last 
October, by conventions composed of dele- 
gates from the various primary precincts 
properly apportioned according to the Re- 
publican vote at some test election. Only 
in this way can the voice of the Kepublicah 
voters be honestly and adequately expressed. 
To make the selections in any other way 
would be in violation of the primary law. 

It is rumored wnat there is an intention on 
the part of some-of the committeemen to 
ignore the letter and the spirit of the new 
law. Those who advocate such à policy 
were responsible for the action of the Re- 
publican convention which nominated 
Drainage Trustee candidates last December. 
The party bas had enough of the rule-or-ruim 
policy of those fellows. If the Republican 
committee at its meeting this week should 


act on their advice it will invite defeat 


It may be added that in some of the wards 
where honest Democrats will be put farward 
for reélection it would be wise to forego 
nominations in opposition. There is realiy 
no politics in the Council. The Aldermen 
may be divided into buodlers aud anti- 
boodiers. There can be no party advantage, 
for instance, in electing some untried nom- 
inal Republican over such excellent Demo- 
cratic representatives of the taxpayers as 
Ald. Ernst, Ald. Horner, Weder, or

THE MILITIA IN ILLINOIS AND NEW YORE 
In reply to an appeal for funds for the aid 


of the Second Regiment of militia of this 


city, Which, through no fault of the men or 


the officers, is in urgent need of money, a 


leading merchant of this city writes: 


It @oes not seemto us the right thing to call 
ona 5 oI citizens to support a military organiza. 

for the protection of the entire city. 
ita the State fails to appropriate enough why 
should not the aity be taxed for the deficiency? 
In cases of public danger our 
ready for public defensé. Why, then, should not 
the whole public, the city, pay the just bills? 
We respect and admire our city regiments, and 
are willing to do. our duty as citizens toward 
their support, but we think it should be the 
whole city, nota few citizens, who should pay 
the bills. With these views we must decline the 
contribution you solicit. 


It cannot be denied that there is much 
force in this reasoning. Why should the 
support of a regiment be forced on a few 
men? Itis true that they are among the 
beneficiaries by its existence; but so are 
others whom nobody would dream of asking 
for contributions, If the prevention of a 


riot by the use of the citizen soldiery is good 


for the manufacturer whose works might be 
sacked it is equally so for the workmen who 
escape being thrown out of a job. Tne de- 
struction of the store of a great merchant is 
disastrous to him; but it is more so to his 
clerks, for the city must pay him damages 
for loss of goods, but it pays them none for 
loss of wages. 

The Legisiature of 1887 appropriated $145,000 
per year for two years for the National 
Guard. The last General Assembly, owing 
to iil-feeiing which gréw out of the course 
of the Springfield ring in defeating an appro- 
priation for a Northern camp-ground, re- 
Gueed the appropriation for the years 1889 
and 1890 to $80,000 each. It 1s instructive to 
compare with this scant allowance what New 
York does for its militia, whose value it has 
learned to appreciate, The total appropria- 
tion for last year was $1,078,000. Of this 
$400,000 was for the ordinary expenses of the 
National Guard, $300,000 for a new armory 
for a Brooklyn regiment, $188,000 for the erec- 
tion and repair of armories at other points, 
and $25,000 to improve the rifle range at 
Creedmoor. Illinois has but three-fifths of the 
population of New York and its amount of tax- 
able property returned for assessment is but 
one-third that of the Eastern State, but the 
sum appropriated by Illinois for militia pur- 
poses in 1888 was but one-seve@th of that ap- 
propriated by New York in 1889. The dis- 
crepancy is too great. 

There is no likelihood that the liberality 
shown by the New York Legislature will be 
imitated by that of this State. Many of the 
members from the country districts look with 
disfavor on give the militia. anything. 
They cannot see the use of it, for they can- 
not perceive how they are benefited by it. 
But they are, for if Chicago should meet 
with any setback the Lilinois farmers would 
suffer also. They do not so understand it, 
however. It is this unwillingness of the 
Legislature to act which raises the question 
whether the merchant was not right when 
he asked why the city should not make good 
the deficiencies of the State. 

It will be nearly a year before the General 
Assembly meets. That affords ample time 
for discussion, so that it will be known by 
that time whether the taxpayers are willing 
toassume this additional burden. If they 
are the Legislature will not refuse them 
what they a ask. 

FEMALE SUFFBAGISTS AND THE CHURGH. 

Another new ism is on the road towards 
materiahzation ai 
Gage is ite prophefess. Hitherto Mrs. Matil- 
da Joselyn Gage has been one of the leaders 
of the female suffrage movement, and she is 
still a firm believer; but evidently despairing 
of ever achieving that doctrine through leg- 
isiation she is now aiming at the same end 
by the novel method of uprooting and de- 
stroying the Christian Church, which she 
holds as responsible for the wrongs of 
woman, whatever they may be. 

Mrs. Matilda Joselyn Gage has already ar- 
rivedin Washington as one of the prime 
managers of the Woman’s Convention of 
Liberal Thinkers, and she has taken care to 
announce the details of her scheme in ad- 
vance. She leaves no doubt as to her posi- 
tion in this matter. Creeds she defines as 
man-made chains for the physical, moral, and 
spiritual degradation of women. The Church 
she defines as the basic principle of immor- 
ality in the world and the most prolific 
source of pauperism, of ‘crime, and of in- 
justice to women. ih woman’s revolt against 
the Church is the real beginning of 
ber freedom and the only avenue to 
her political equality. and her domestic 
happiness. “The vast accumulation of 
man-made interpretations and dogmas,“ says 
Mrs. Matilda Joselyn Gage, I utterly repu- 
diate and deny. Neither the ancient Jewish 
records, the inspired biographies of the New 
| Testament, nor the written histories and un- 
written laws of the Churen express anything 
but the masculine mood of mind and char- 
acter.” Upon this basis Mrs. Gage sounds 
her war-cry of “equal rights and equal 
physical, mental, and spiritual liberty of ac- 
tion, thought, and of faith for women before 
men, and summons her convention of wom- 
en to unite on a platform of opposition to the 
teachings and aims of “that ever most un- 


r 


‘scrupulous enemy of freedom, the Church.” 


Having effected this liberal organization, 


then Mrs. Gage and her allies propose to 


take up and settle the minor matters of cap- 
ital and labor, the ballot, temperance, and 
the laws of marriage, and divorce. 

It is a breezy and diversified program which 
Mrs. Matilda Joselyn Gage has laid out for 
herself and followers, but possibly she has 
not contemplated the magnitude of her un- 
dértaking. If the suffragists have not been 
able to make any appreciabie impression 
upon the modern systems of law and modern 
methods of legislation, all man-made, what 
hope of success can inspire them in their as- 
sault upon a system which has endured for 


nineteen centuries (even conceding it to be 


man-made, as they aver) which is intrenched 
behind traditions and associations of the 
most sacred character, which is more firmly 
rooted in human nature than any other insti- 
tution, and for which men and women in all 
ages have been ready to struggle and die? 
How much more hopeless does the struggle 
appear when it is considered that the main 
prop of the Church, which, accordmg to these 
liberal thinkers, is the worst enemy of 
woman, is woman herself! So far, therefore, 
as Mrs. Matilda Joselyn Gage and 
herallies propose to compass suffrage by 
ovedtarning the Church, they have simply

cause if they do not it Will be so hard to tell 
which Madison, Jefferson, Lake, or Wasb- 
ington etreet they mean. But the circular 
will be little heeded because everybody has 
heard that these towns have been annexed 
to Chicago and cannot understand the rea- 
son for the request. 

It is customary to rage about the indiffer- 
enceof corporations to the demands of the 
public, but is that indifference as inexcusable 
as that of the Council in this and many other 
matters of even greater importance? It is 
the case that often as irreciaimably wicked 
a corporation as a street railway company 
can be driven to do something for the public 
convenience which it cannot be forced to by 
law, and which adds to its expenses without 
enlarging its receipts. Thus the street-cars, 
thanks to the persistentiexpression of a public 
desire through the papers, are warmed in win- 
ter. An equal amount of nagging and pushing 
would not budge the Council an inch, even 
though it were sought to dive it to ao its 
plain duty, as in this case of the weeding 
out of duplicate street names, which is so 
easily done, but which will doubtless. be left 
as a legacy to the next Council. 

The fact is that the men who manage 
‘semi-public corporations, while eager to 
make all the money they can, to give the 
‘least in exchange for the most, and to take 
the last cent their patrons have so long as 
they do not grumble, are at the same time 
men of ability and are shrewd enough to see 
that concessions must be made now and then 
or they will get into trouble. But some of 
the Aldermen who are honest have no brains, 
and many who have brains use them only for 
boodle, They think ita waste of time and 
intellect to work on necessary ordinances 
when they might be more profitably employed 
hatching out blackmail ‘schemes. There is 
nothing more disheartening than the stolid 
indifference of Aldermen to the duties which 
they are elected to perform. 


THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT THEORY. 

It is stated that the City Law Depart- 
ment, acting on the suggestion of the May- 
or and Coptroiler, has prepared ordinances 
providing for the payment by special as- 
sessment of the expenses of certain public 
improvements the cost of which has hath- 
erto been met by a general tax. Hereto- 
fore where a street has been paved the ex- 
pense of the intersecuon has been borne by 
the taxpayors in general, the property-own- 
ers doing the rest. This item of civic ex- 
penditure is a large one. This year’s ap- 
propriation bill sets aside half a million for 
the purpose. When the city is hard up it 
is impossible to pave all the streets that 
the property-owners would like ‘to have 
improved,. because the city is too poor to 
stand its share. if all the expense 
were thrown on the abutting property it 
would not add very much to the share of 
each lot-owner, would enable improvements 
to be made more rapidly, and would enable the 
city, it decently governed, to use for much- 
needed general improvements the money it 
would otherwise pay out for intersections. 
But as the suggesuon comes from Mayor 
‘Cregier it is probable that he would like to 
use the half million which has been set aside 
for street intersections for paying salaries 
to new appointees, al good Democrats, 
friends of the saloon. and noted for their effi- 
ciency at the primarieg and the polis. It is 
not likely a cent of thé cash would go for 
decent Bridgeport pumps or the cleansing of 
the south Fork. : 

But while this proposition about “street 
paving is not inequitable—for though the 
public uses the street the property-owner is 
the chief gainer by its improvemeat—the 
same cannot be said for the one that damages 
caused by the erection of viaducts shall be 
taken off the shoulders of the railway com- 
panies and put on those of the owners of the 
property on the street on which the viaduct 
is built. The railroad has deprived the prop- 
erty-owner of the full use of his street. It 
has made the crossing unsafe. If a viaduct 
adds to the value of his land, it is evidence 
that the railroad by interfering with the 
street had previously lowered the vaiue of 
his property. He has been damaged for 
years, and the building ot the viaduct mere- 
ly puts him where he ought to have been be- 
fore. The Aldermen will hear a most ener- 
getic protest if they attempt to placate tne 
roads by sacrificing the property-owners to 
them. There may be arguments advanced in 
favor of building a bridge by special assess- 
ment but not one for erecting viaducts in that 
way: Itis the duty of the roads, not the lot- 
owners, to make the crossings safe. 


THE DRINKING WATER POLLUTED. 
There will be found in another part of to- 
day's paper a istter from Prof. J. H. Long 


For six years the professor has made [fre- 
quent examinations of the water, and it 
means something, therefore, when he says 
that it has been worse, more polluted with 
nitrogenous matter, since the 15th of Jan- 
| uary than at any time since he began his in- 
vestigations. It is worse now than when the 
heavy spring floods of previcus years have 
swept the filth of the river out into the lake. 
This year it has not been driven out by the 
Desplaines, but has found its way by its own 
weignt—because there was nowhere eise for 
it to go. To use a hackneyed but correct 
comparison, the city is much in tha situation 
of a man seated on a powder magazine, | 
whom a spark may blow to atoms or who may 
escape, There may of a sudden come an 
epidemic té which the grip will be a bagatelle, 
or the danger may pass by. 

The Health Department has been saying 
tor some days that the water was in excel- 
lent condition and that no danger was to be 
feared from its use. The Health Depart- 
ment knows better, but it dislikes to be an 
alarmist. It wants it to be unuerstood that 
everything is going on for the best under the 
‘best possible of Mayors. It fears that were 
it to intimate that anything was wrong its 
‘official head would fall in the basket, There- 
fore it can be relied o 3 to say nothing which 
will reflect on the Administration. It 16, 
however, solely and exclusively the present 
City Administration which is sesh tee for 
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calling attention to the bad quality of the 
drinking water now furnished Chicagoans.

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE'S DILEMMA. 

Members of the Council Finance Com- 
mittee are at their wits’ ends to make 
the money available from the tax levy and 
other sources cover all the municipal ex- 
penses of Chicago this year. The Health 
Commissioner wants more money for ptreet- 
cleaning purposes. The Commissioner of 
Public Work wants more money for salariés 
and improvements. The heads of ali the 
bureaus want increased pay for favorite em- 
ployés ana themselves. The aggregate of 
the demands of the departments is $15,000,- 


000. All that can be raised by taxation this 


year und from licenses unless the ordinances 
are changed 16 $11,300,000. This latter sum if 
properly utilized will meet all the necessities 
of the city. There are scores of places 
where a saving can be made in expenses if 
the Mayor will come to the assistance of 
the Finance Committee. To illustrate: There 
are now sixteen sidewalk inspectors in the 
city’s employment. They do litle or nothing 
for the $16,000 they draw. The number is total- 
ly inadequate to properinspection. No inspec- 
tion is really attempted, and the consequence 
is that the city is mulcted every year in large 
damages for accidents arising from the de- 
fective condition of the sidewalks. Theduty 
can best be done by the police officers of the 
city. It will not add to their duties to report 
the defects. There is hardly a day that the 
officer does not pass over every walk in his. 
patrol or beat. Defects can be readily dis- 
covered and promptly reported. Accidents 
can thus be ayoided, The change would ef 
fecta saving to the city of $50,000, which 
might be applied usefully in caprying out 
some needed public improvement. 

The duties of the thirty-eight sanitary po- 
licemen who cost the city $38,000 per annum 
could also be done more satisfactorily by the 
regular Police Department. The sanitary po- 
lice officers, like the sidewalk inspectors, are 
mere political hangers-on of the Aldermen. 
Most of them “stand in” with thécontract- 
ors for scavenger and street-cleaning service. 
They hardly ever make a report against any 
of those contractors.

WHERE THE FIRST REGIMENT WILL COME IN. 

The First Regiment, I. N. G., comes out 
strong in the next scene, which is vouched 
for by Mrs. Gen. Fitz-Simons and Mrs. T. 
B. Carse. The gallant First is represented 
as leaving the old Court- House for the scene 
of war. The streets are thronged with civil- 
laos, mostly women wearing the crinoline 
and absurd bonnets of the period. Of course 
there is a band too, and equallx of course it 
plays The Girl I Left Behind Me.” 

An affecting scene—very affecting, indeed, 
it is said to be—is next shown ina Southern 
hospital. Some of the bovs of the First have 
come to grief aud are stretched on the snow- 
white cots.

The young man’s mother is discovered 
looking for her son. She arrives to witness 
the final agony and to add her lamentation to 
the pathos of = scene. Mrs. A. P. Kelly, 
Mrs. William Kelly, Mrs. Sidney A. Kent, 
and Mrs. Byron L. Smith have greatly inter- 
ested themselves in the success of this, the 
most pathetic tableau in the Pageant, 

By the time all this sad business has ended 
the Emancipation Proclamation has been de- 
clared and Judge Tuthill is discovered reai- 
ing a portion of it at a praise-meeting in the 
court-house square. The Sicilian Club sings 
the Doxology. There is a chorus, too; 

Sound the loud trampet, the Nation 1s free! 

The curtain parte and discloses another 
scene, this üme in a humble negro cabin in 
the South. It is midnight of Jan. 1. 1863. and 
the proclamation has just gone into effect. 
The inmates of the hut, in rude song and 
dance, celebrate their new and half - under- 
stood liberty. The curtain falls. The drama 
of the Civil War is over. 

The Pageant closes with a unique specta- 
cle. The stage is crowded with women, ciad 
in the evidences of that progress which has 
come in their kingdom since the war—that 
progress forced upon many of them by the 
necessities of widowhood. The ladies also 
wear full dress. They are revresentatives 
of the professions and trades in which they 
have found an honorable part; heads of so- 
cieties and movements inaugurated by 
women and for women, charities and re- 
forms. And inthe rear is the Goddess of 
Liberty again—Mrs. Fiske—who, after Mrs. 
Livermore has delivered her concluding ad- 
dress, bursts forth with Julia Ward Howe's 
„Battle Hymn of the Republic“: 

In the beauty of the lilies Christ was born across 


the sea, 
With a glory on His bosom that transfigures you 
and me; 
As he died to make men holy, let us die to make 
men free, 
While God is marching on.

the Reform School at Pontiac got there be- 
cause it was po one’s espedial business to 
prevent their drifting into ¢rime. The boy 
tilled with every possibility for good or evil 
was nobody’s concern until he developed the 
evil far enough to be a nuisance or a danger 
to society. The vagrant drifted into jail. 
For a petty misdemeanor or to satisfy some- 
body’s malice the homeless boy got a term in 
the bridewell or a few months’ education in 
the county jail. Then Pontiac, then Joliet, 
In 1885 the Humane Society succeeded in 
getting an act passed by the State Legisla- 
ture to provide for training schools for boys 
to be established by private charity and to 
enable corporations to secure the boys 
through the Probate Courts, that were em- 
powered to declare dependency and to com- 
mit the boys to the care of such institutions. 
In the act the dependent boy was thus de- 
scribed: Every boy who frequents any

laundry, store-room, offices living roonis 
of the officers, The school-house has four 
rooms at present and is planned to permit 
additions being made. 

But the cottages are the real homes. The 
boys all go to the general dining-room for 
meals, to the school-house for lessons, to the 
shops and fields for work, to the great drill- 
room for play, and then when the drama of 
the day is over, to the cottages to be tucked 
into bed by a “mother.” What a large 
hearted mother she will have to be with 
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street, alley, or other place for the purpose 
of begging or receiving alms; every boy who 
shall have no permanent place of abode; 
proper paternal care or guaraianship; every 
boy who shall not have sufficient méans ot 
subsistence, or who. from 0 cause shall 
be a wanderer through ets and alléys or 
other public places; and every boy who shall 
live with, or frequent the company of, or 
consort with reputed thieves or other vicious 


persons. | 
TH ORGANIZATION. : 


The next question was one of organization. 
In 1887 the Hon, Robert T. Lincoln, John A. 
Jameson, John T. Chumasero, Willian C. 
Grant, Francis B. Peabody, Jonathan W. 
Plummer, James B. Hobbs, and Frederick T. 
Haskell applied for a charter under the State 
law of Illinvis to establish:an industrial 
training school for boys. Oscar L. Dudley 
of the Humane Society was made Seoretary 
and General Agent and Mrs. N. L. Harrison 
Superintendent. The old hotel at Norwood 
Park was rented and Mrs. Harrison sent out 
witn five boys committed by the Cook Coun- 
ty courts. A kitchen stove and some bedding 
came out the same day. From that little be- 
ginning it has grown to the present perma- 
nent basis. 

The first year after the founding 6f the 
school Mr. Milton George made the offer of a 
300-acre farm, valued at $60,000, for a loca- 
tion, provided 640.000 could be raised to 
put up buildings and shops. The managers 
were at their wits’ ends when Tur Tainuxn 
came to their assistance, and in a series of 
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thirty. perhaps sixty boys clinging to her 
tor affection ; coming with bruises and tears 
and confidences and joys and sorrows. Each

The cottages are to be all alike. There are 
to be a reading-room, sewing-room, bath- 
room, mother’s” parlor, and bedroom on 
the first floor and six dormitoriesabove. The 
great basement contains the lockers of each 
boy and may be used as a play-room in stormy 
weather, 

Such a paradise for the homeless boys of 
IWinois! But they will not stay there long— 


only long enough to fit them for homes. They 


will be taught manners and morals, to prefer 
clean clothes and good behavior, to expect 
affection as their natural right, to learn that 
labor is honorable and pleasant and that 
knowledge is power. Then they will be sent 


out into childiess homes all over the land, an 


ed ucauon and a trade guaranteed them by 
their guardians. Not one of them will be 
allowed to stay long enough to become in- 
stitutionized. 

THE LORD WILL PROVIDE. 

% Now, how is this institution going to be 
supported!“ was asked of Mrs. Dudley. 

“J don’t know. But the Lord will pro- 
vide.’ It has been started only two years 
and a half—started on nothing, and money 
has always been forthcoming for current ex- 
penses. Just now it is a little hard to get 
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articles on the condition of boys in the Coun- 
ty Jail, the bridewell, the poorhouses, station 
houses, and Reform School, and the wonder- 
ful results of the work of reclaiming the 
class of boys in the Michigan State Public 
School at Coldwater, Mich., succeede@ in in- 
teresting the public in the work of the Hu- 
mane Society at Norwood. The Woman's 
Club, composed of the representative women 
of Chicago, took hold of the work, the 840,000 
is raised, the buildings are built, and 250 boys 
can be housed at a time and given a chance 
to become useful citizens. 

There are now 113 boys at Norwood, ‘sleep- 
ing two together in the narrow cots, cramped 
into two schooi-rooms, packed like - sar- 
dines at the table, but happy. Some 
there now will never see ural Glen 
farm. . Before they will be on 
farms or in towns all over the West 
in homes where boys are scarce. Others now 
in country houses or pitching pennies in the 
alleys of Chicago, sleeping in boxes or courts, 
cold, miserable, hungry, naked, tempted to 
steal a warm cap ora sandwich, learning to 
defile his tongue with street language, will 
see Rural Glen Farm.

HOW IT LOOKS NOW. 

This is the way it looks now. Rural Glen 
Farm is all torn up by workmen at present. 
Drains and sewers are being dug, 
and the last touches to

found.” 

It is hoped by the friends of the institution 
that the State wül make some provision for 
permanent support at the next meeting of 
the Legislature.

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i CASTE AMONG CRIMINALS. 
Professional criminals pride themselves 
' uite as much upon their ability as men en- 
= gaged in iegitimate occupations. A thief, 
ea. is as vain of his superiority 
3 over other thieves as a lawyer, politician, or 
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Francis Adams in Boston; J 
Paper Collar Joe, who a short time ago kept 
a hotel out West, but who is now in New 
47 and Charles Mason, Bos ton 
harlie, a large, fine-looking man who would 
be readily taken for a prosperous merchant. 
% Confidence men operate in gangs of two, 
three, or four, never more thanfour. They 
are, as a rule, good-looking, educated men, 
and are very careful in their dress. They 
are helped much if their whiskers are partly 


gray and their heads bald. The method of 


the confidence man is simple but adroit. He 
loiters about a hotel and bows right and left 
to guests. Finally he selects his victim and 


shakes hands with him. A conversation en- 


sues, during which, ata prearranged signal, 
a confederate steps up and asks the operator 
to loan him some money or cash a check. The 
operator is unable to do so and turns to his 


new-found friend, wha is glad to accommo,

Old lke Vail was one of 
the cleverest ot the confidence men, but he 
promised me some time ago to reform. 

“SAWDUST” MEN ALWAYS FIND VICTIMS. 

“Sawdust Men find victims every day. 
They send out confidential circulars telling 
how a fortune can be made by passing coun- 
terfeit money. They will send a genuine $1 
bill to the victim as a sample of their coun- 
terfeits, so that he may take it to a bank and 
demonstrate to his own satisfaction that it 
cannot be told from the genuine. When the 
victim comes on to New York to make his 
purchase of * counterfeits’ the money is all 
counted out before his eyes. In this opera- 
tion good money is always used, and the gen- 
eral impression to the contrary 1s erroneous. 
So yok see the sawdust or green goods man 
must have considerable capital to carry on 
his business. The money after being counted 
is putin a satchel, which is locked and tne 
key handed tothe buyer. In some manner 
the attention of the victim is drawn away 
from the satchel, for which in an instant an- 
other satchel exactly similar in appearance 
is substituted. Hereupon the sawdust 
man says: ‘I don’t want you to take any 
risk of being arrested with counterfeit money 
in your possession, so I will send somebody 
to carry the satchel.to the depot tor you.’ 
The satchel is checked to the victim’s home, 
and consequentiy he does not discover the 
deception until he gets there. As the victim 
has gone into ajdishonest transaction he has 
nothing todo but keep still and pocket his 
loss. There are very few counterfeit bills 
made. The manufacture of tne paper has 
reached such perfection that it cannot be 
duplicatod except with expensive machinery. 
Most trouble comes from Italians who make 
bogus silver coins. When counterfeiters are 
arrested by my detectives they are turned 
= to the United States Secret Service offi- 
cials. 

“The list of ‘distinguished’ pickpockets 
incluaes Joe Gorman, Joe Dubuque, 
Mili Kennedy, James Wilson, alias 
Pretty Jimmy, Terry Murphy, alias Poodle 
Murphy, and James Lawson, alias Nibs. 
Among the women engaged in the business 
are Mollie Holbrook, Sophie Levy, Mary Bus- 
by, and Louisa Jordan, alias Little Louisa. 
Women have better opportunities than men 
to operate on account of theirclothing. They 
work under cloaks aad shawls and ply their 
vocation principally in stores. 

WATCHING THE PROFESSIONAL CRIMINAIS. 

“A close watch is kept on professional 
criminals. One. detective may know a thief 
while the other detectives on the force may 
not. Thethief is brought to headquarters 
and shown to all the detectives for future 
reference.’ Every detective has instructions 
when he sees a thief of any kind who has not 
bee®on exhibition to bring him to head- 
quarters so that the other detectives may 
make a mental note of his appearance. It 
was in times gone by a detective’s stock in 
trade to keep exclusively for himseif bis 
knowledge of criminals and their naunts. 
Now allinformation is furnished to the en- 
tire force and complete records of all profes- 
sional criminals are kept. To be a detective 
a man must show adaptubijity tor the work. 
I keep track of the clever pieces of work 
done by ward detectives and policemen, and 
when there are vacancies in my department 
] send for these men and give them a trial. 
If they prove satisfactory they are retained, 
and if not they are sent back to their old 
places. There is no system in detecting crim- 
mals. Detectives have to be governed by 
circumstances entirely, Of course the rec- 
ords of the office and the general knowl- 
edge of criminals, including their 
peculiar ways of operating, companions, and 
haunts help in ferreting out cases. I do not 
use female detectives except on special occa- 
sions. :

Argements Put Forth by His Friends in 
Favor of His Nomination and the Ob- 
jections of Those Whe Are Opposed— 
The Presidency Hinging on the Gov- 
ernership of the Empire State — The 
Split in the Four Hundred—Political, 
Secial, and Literary Topics.

New York, Feb. 28.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence, ]—Although more than two years must 
elapse before the assembling of the National 
conventions, the undisg candidacy of 


Mr. Cleveland for the next Democratic nom- | 


ination for the Presidency is the absorbing 
topic of discussion in political circles. An 
important and possibiy decisive factor of the 
Presideatial problem is the question of the 
Governorship of the Empire State, which 
will be decided in 1891. It is worth while to 
indicate some of the arguments put forward 
by Mr. Cleveland’s friends, as well as those 
Wach are employed agaimst him, and to 
mark in detail the relation of the canvass 
for the Governorshbip to tne National contest 
which will take place a twelvemonth later. 


WHAT I8 SAID BY CLEVELAND'S FRIENDS. 

Of course Mr. Cleveland’s advocates as 
well as his opponents discuss his canuidacy 
from the view-point of expediency alone, 
Men are nominated with a single eye to their 
capacity of obtaining a majority in the Elec- 
toral colleges, and if their political and 
economical principles, their abilines and 
their characters, are anxidusiy considered, it 
is because such considerations Have a direct 
bearing on a candidate’s availability. It is 
maintained by Mr. Cleveland’s friends that 
he alone Tulfills the conditions of availabil- 
ity, because he alone among Democratic 
leaders has a Natzonal reputation and a Na- 
uon al following, and because he alone is in- 
separably associated in the public mind 
with tariff reform, the main feature of the 
program repeatedly promulgaved by National 
and State conventions. If they lay less 
stress on Mr. Cleveland's support of civil 
service reform and ballot reform, it is because 
the Republicans have at lest an equal claim 
to figure as the official sponsors of those 
political renovations. It is further urged 
that his defeat in 1888 should not debar him 
from a renomination for the reasen that he 
obtained a somewhat larger proportion of 
the popular vote than his successful oppo- 
nent, and that the transfer of a few thousand 
votes from one side to the other in the pivotal 
Stateof New York.would have made him 
President, Finally, by way of historic prec- 
edent, it 1s pointed out that Martin Van 
Buren, having been overwhelmingly defeated 
in 1840, although, like Cleveland in 1888, he 
wieided the levers of political patronage, ro- 
ceived, nevertheless, a majority of votes on 
the first ballot in the Democratic Nauonal 
Convention of 1844, and would have been 
nominated but for the enforcement of the 
two-thirds rule. 

CLEVELAND AND VAN BUREN. 

On the other hand, Mr. Cleveland's oppo- 
nentsin the ranksof his own party meet 
these pleas for his nomination with counter 
arguments. They insist that his outspoken 
and aggressive advocacy of tariff reform in 
the sense of the closest practicable approach 
to free-trade principles bas not strengthened 
but seriously impaired his availability. They 
point to the experience of the Deinocratic 

arty in Pennsylvania in 1844 and in New 

fork in 1880 and 1888 as proofs that a great 
manufacturing State cannot be carried for 
a candidate who emphasizes instead of 
minimizin his apie tendency to- 
ward tani reduction. They allege, more- 
over, that Mr. Cleveland has lost rather 
than gained ground in his own State since 
his reurement from public life, and that if 
two years ago with all the leverage of in- 
fluence belonging to the Chief Magistracy 
he could not carry New York, he cannot 
reasonably hope to carry it as a private 
citizen two years hence. They add that the 
Van Buren precedent, instead of favoring, 
repeis Mr. Cleveland’s pretensions. They 
recall the fact that no Democratic poli- 
tician, except De Witt Clinton, has ever had 
so strong a hoid upon the people of New York 
as had Martin Van Buren. Witness his aston- 
ishing performance in 1848 when, running on 
an independent ticket, he obtained more 
votes in New York than Cass, the regular 
Democratic candidate.

Their refusal to recognize te breadth of 
their * to the social conditions 
which made tneir accumulations possible 
seems tne less creditable, because the 
tremendous increase of their fortune is 
mainly due to the unearned increment 
accruing to the holders of real. estate from 
the unprecedented growth of the commerce 
und population of New York. The sole 
memorable return wade in ninety years vy 
the Astors to the city whose facilities, op- 
portunities, and safeguards have permitted 
them to rear a fortune, the largest ever 
amassed by private individuals, is the Astor 
Library, to which three generations have col- 
lectively given 51,150, in cush. To this 
aggregate sum the late Mr. John Jacop 
Astor’s contribution during his long life was 
just $250,000, equivalent to about one-fifteenth 

mart of his income for a year. We be- 

lieve that he has also made con- 
tributions to the Cancer Hospital, 

which in the aggregate amounted to 8200, 000. 
This was the sum total of his noteworthy 
public charities. Was this an admirable, 
was it even a respectable method of dispens- 
ing an imperial revenue which must have 
ranged from $4,000, to $8,000,000? Only 
one answer wili be given to that question by 
right-teeling persons who remember the 
magnificent benefactions of American phi- 
lanthropists, whose resources were but insig- 
nificant compared with the scores of millions 
wielded by the man who has just died. We 
should not omit to add, however, that there 
isin New York a widesnread contidence in 
the > pee spirit ana liberality of Mr. Will- 
iam Waldorf Astor, who succeeds to the 
powers. and duties incident to a stupendous 
fortune. 

THE BOOKS OF THE HOUR. 

Among the books which have lately ex- 
cited a good deal of discussion three are 
especially conspicuous. Curiously, or per- 
haps not curiously, twoof these were written 
by natives of Massachusetts, while the third 
is the work of one of her most honored 
adopted sons. We have in mind Mr. Howells’ 
“Hazard of New Fortunes,” Mr. Henry 
Adams’ “ History of the United States Un- 
der Jefferson’s Administration,“ and a vol- 
ume of new and remarkable poems entitled 
“Spring and Summer,“ by Mr. Will 
iam T. Washburn. It is a broad canvas 
on which Mr. Howells essays his latest de- 
lineation of real life, but in the judgment of 
many of his readers his glance has never 
been more searching nor his touch more 
sure. So far as adequate literary disclosure 
is concerned, New York has hitherto been an 
unknown city, and they who know it most 
thoroughly are most elated at the thought 
that in Mr. Howells it may find its Balzac. 
In Mr. Adams’ two latest Volumes the high 
expectations based on theirtwo predecessors 
are more than justified. If the author lives 
to carry bis purrative to the close of Mon- 
roe’s Administration the history of the 
American Republic in the eventful first 
quarter of this century wil have 
been detinitely written. The effect 
produced by the poems collected 
in Spring and Summer is rapidly 
widening and deepening, as the author's 
felicity of phrase and epithet and his extraor- 
dinary mastery of the mechanism of verse 
are appreciated. Some of Mr. Washburn’s 
metrical éxperiments—as, for instance, his 
reproduction of the choriambic measure com- 
bined with rhyme in a poem oalled The 
Vikings ’’—are, on the score of difficulties 
vanguished, comparable only with Tenny- 
son’s Ode to Milton.“ Noris there in the 
literature of the rebellion any more stirring 
war lyric than Mr. Washburn’s™ Phil Sheri- 
dan.” The turilling keynote of the poem is 
struck in the first stanza: 

At Winchester the Captain sleeps, 

While (ame. in whose quick wound there leaps 
A day ofglory, vigil keeps: 

hil Sheridan.

Interesting Gossip of the Hohest Old Man
